THE SAME OLD STORY 
It was less than a year ago that a Philadelphia man, 
free on bail after being charged with the death of a police 
offirer, killed a second policeman. 
In 
Washington, 
D. C., the number of crimes 
committed by parolees, and accused men set free on bail 
and awaiting trial, has reached the danger point. 
The same problem faces every major cit^ in the 
United States, and is overflowing into suburban areas. 
Many citizens were shocked a few years ago when a 
plot was uncovered to place bombs in three of our 
historic shrines, the Liberty Bell, the Washington 
Monument and the Statue of Liberty. 
One of the same men who planned that sabotage is 
again under arrest. He had been found guilty in the 
bombing plot and sentenced to a term of five years. He 
had served less than two years when someone decided 
that he had either paid his debt to society, or had been 
punished enough.

STRETCHING ITS AUTHORITY BEYOND BELIEF 
The U. S. Supreme Court is in recess now until fall, a 
fact which must cause manv thoughtful Americans to 
breathe a sign of relief. But the relief is premature. There 
is no evidence to indicate that when the Court resumes 
work there will be any change in its policy of basing 
important decisions in vague implications read into the 
Federal Constitution bv a majority of the Justices of the 
Court. 
The list of such decisions by the Warren Court is long 
and disheartening. The Court, often by five - to - four 
decisions, has stretched its authoritv beyond what any 
obiective observer would consider the breaking point. 
Specifically, the Warren Court has denied to Congress 
powers long believed to be possessed by that body. It has 
reached out to rewrite statutes in the way some Justices 
thought Congress should have written them in the first 
place. It has upset provisions of state constitutions 
approved by the voters of the states. It has based 
decisions upon sociological works instead of the law. 
Our Constitution provides that this basic document 
can be amended only by the states. It provides also that 
all powers not specifically delegated to the Federal 
Government nor specifically prohibited to the states shall 
be “reserved to the states, or to the peoDle.” 
The Supreme Court in the last dozen years has gone 
far toward drastically modifying this provision - Article 
10 - of the Constitution. It seems set on destroying the 
provision. The Tenth Amendment can be saved only by 
action of Congress spurred on by the people.

"They obstructed the sidewalk,” the judge was told, "and 
caused both drivers and traffic to snarl." 
"Vie were also very orderly,” added 'Timmy, "with as much 
right to he on the sidewalk as anyone else. By breaking up our 
meeting, the police violated our constitutional right of free speech 
and assembly. After all, no one ever forced Patric Henry off a strap 
box because he attracted a crow d.’

This is how the judge ruled: YES! He held that while it is true 
that the U.S. Supreme Court has held that the public has a 
constitutional right to publically air their grievences and political 
views, they remain subject to reasonable regulation and control;
